The Department of Homeland Security 


DHS is an unseen part of most Americans’ lives. But despite its 
ubiquity it is a very recent creation, younger than the Lord of the 
Rings: the Fellowship of the Ring movie, USB drives, Chappell 
Roan, the band My Chemical Romance, the Toyota Prius, and you 
if your first political memory was Obama’s election in 2008. 


Immediately following the attacks on September 11, 2001, 
President George W. Bush created the Office of Homeland 
Security to develop a national strategy to protect the nation from 
future terrorist threats. 


One year later, the Office was reorganized into the Department of 
Homeland Security, newly the third-largest cabinet department. 
This was the most substantial restructure of the government in 
decades. The post-9/11 wave of patriotism, military funding, and 
xenophobia gave the Department wide authority and resources to 
do whatever it wanted, and claim it was in the interest of national 
security. This gave rise to a culture of militarism and lack of 
transparency that continues in DHS to this day. 


While in recent years calls to eliminate specific parts of DHS like 
Immigration and Customs Enforcement (ICE) have gained traction, 
broader change is necessary. Freedom of movement and privacy 
are human rights, and the structure of DHS is fundamentally and 
inherently opposed to this. 


So anyway, have fun with the activity book! 


Some of the activities in this book get real bleak and mention 
things like sexual assault and child abuse. If you’re not in a 
headspace where you want to read about that, these are marked in 
the top corner with a large red exclamation mark: T

The Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) coordinates 
aid responses in disaster areas when a state of emergency is 
declared. It was created in 1979, but moved under DHS in 2001. 


The first major test of FEMA under DHS was the response to 


Hurricane Katrina in 2005. Can you find the missing aid items 
donated for Hurricane Katrina victims? FEMA sure couldn't!

e Ice (91,000 tons, sent as far away as Maine for storage

including one run by conservative ghoul Pat Robertson)

e Bodies (of victims, left for more than a week as FEMA 
struggled to find a contractor to collect them)

The TSA 


Beginning in 2007, the TSA began to use full body scanners to 
assess which-passengers_they will grope whether passengers may 


be concealing items. When a passenger enters the scanner, the 
TSA agent pushes a button assigning the passenger as male or 
female. If the scanner detects things it doesn’t expect, the TSA 
agents require a pat down.

Fortify the Border 


For most of the early 1900s, the entry point for many migrants along 
the southern border was El Paso, which shares the border with the 
Ciudad Juarez, Mexico. However, beginning in the late 1980s, 
increasing militarization along the urban border drove many 
migrants to instead attempt to cross the border in the Sonoran 
Desert, which is far more isolated and dangerous.

Following the murder of George Floyd in 2020, protests sprang up 
in major cities across the United States, including Portland, 
Oregon. Armed DHS agents were deployed to the Portland 
protests to protect federal property including the Portland 
Courthouse below.

ICE 


US Immigration and Customs Enforcement (ICE) is a branch of DHS 
concerned with cross border crime and undocumented immigration. 
Fill in the blanks below to learn some facts about ICE, then use the 
missing letters to figure out what should happen to it. 


ICE is resist__nt to oversight. _ etween 2010 and 
2016, there were 33,000 complaints of sexual 
assault against DHS - m_re than 40% were 
against ICE. 


ICE frequently fai__s to provide translators for 
languages other than Spanish. One review found 
that migrants from Guatemala who speak K’__ che’ 
were made to _ign away rights without being 
provided a translator. 


As of July, 2024, t__ere were 37,004 people 
detain_d in ICE facilities. Nearly 60% have no 
criminal recor__s, and most who do only have 
minor violations like parking. 


For these reasons and more, ICE must be: 


Did you know? 

In 2015, ICE started the University of Farmington at Farmington Hills. 
Except instead of a school it was an entrapment scheme for 
international students. ICE arrested and deported more than 250 
people legally in the US on F-1 student visas who were lured to the 
United States with the promise of education. ICE also refused to 
return the tuition money paid by hundreds of students for what was, 
again, a scam. 


The Constitution-Free Zone 


US Customs and Border Patrol can operate with broad discretion to 
search private vehicles without a warrant within a “reasonable 
distance” of the border, which has come to be defined as a 100 mile 
buffer zone. Some might say this violates the fourth amendment, but 
others might say “shut up.” 


Funnily enough almost two thirds of Americans live within 100 miles 
of the border.

The Wall

Most pressing is the flagrant human rights abuses 
inherent in its creation. 


Kids in Cages 


Below is a child attempting to come to the United States. Connect the 
dots to form a cage around that child. Think about this nation and its 
extravagant wealth. Now think about what this child had to go through to 
get here. 


Under US law, this child can be held in your box for 72 hours at most, but 
many are held for weeks or months. The children’s ages range from 
teenagers to infants. US support for right-wing dictators and the 
entrenchment of global capitalism has stripped this child of rights and 
opportunities, such that they have attempted to travel here. 


In 2023, 139,810 children were detained at the border. That’s more than 
the population of Waco, Texas or Dayton, Ohio. Think of the violence 
that maintains this current power structure. Think about who works to 
deprive this child of their freedom. Think about who supports this 
imprisonment. Is it anybody you know? 


Reflect on how you are feeling, and what you are going to do about this.

Family Separation 


The DHS began to separate children from their families in 2017, 
before expanding the program in 2018. More than 5000 children were 
taken from their parents, with no system to track where the children 
went or who their parents were. Do the maze in red to represented 
the children separated under the Republican administration. Now do 
it in blue for the ones separated by complicit Democrats.

There are still 1,400 children who were taken from their parents who 
have yet to be reunited. | didn’t use photos of actual separated 
children or their parents because that felt weird.

The President has wide authority to set priorities and guidelines in 
border enforcement. In March of 2020, the Trump administration 
began to use the COVID-19 pandemic as justification to exclude 
migrants, including asylum seekers. This was decried by liberals as 
illegal and inhumane. When Joe Biden was elected, he took a 
different tactic.

You remember, May 11, 2023, the day there was no more 
Covid? Anyway, flip to the back to see what justification Joe Biden 
used after this one. 


Conclusion 


The crimes of the Department of Homeland Security are literally too 
numerous to mention. And also some of them were too depressing 
to include in what is supposed to on some level be an enjoyable 
activity book. 


DHS empowers itself by creating and perpetuating a fictitious state 
of emergency. The crisis never deescalates, only expands, and 
therefore the Department must continuously be given more power 
and authority. 


The normalization of the Department is indicative of its success. 
Obviously both political parties are invested in maintaining it as a 
means of surveillance and control. To question its legitimacy would 
be to question the foundations of state power. However, there is 
currently not mass mobilization against the Department and under 
current conditions The Revolution is not exactly imminent. 
Therefore, the best thing we can reasonably hope for is scrutiny 
and oversight. 


There is also some nuancing across the Department (I would argue 
that the nature of work of an ICE agent is ontologically evil and they 
are making an active choice to stay in that role, the average worker 
in the Animal and Plant Health Inspection Service is probably fine). 


The public eye on the Department is the most active lever of power. 
The DHS will only be held to account to the extent that publicly 
accountable officials can be made to feel shame about its actions. 


There are promising trends in mobilization. Abolish ICE went from a 
left fringe idea to a left fringe idea that some social democrats will 
pay lip service to. 


At time of publishing, the Department of Homeland Security 
wouldn't be old enough to rent a car. It is a recent creation and we 
need to challenge its fundamental existence instead of taking it as 
an inevitability.

A fourth James Robinson 
was on the list to be detained (not the three listed here), and Drew 
Griffin was subject to additional screening because of his reporting.

Center, which is part of the FBI. It’s in this activity book because 
there isn’t space in the FBI activity book.
